Miss Polity has also bt*en in¬ 
vestigating the physical condition of 
the school childri*n, making some tlnd- 
ings which may call for action on the 
part of the board. f)n the whole her 
work has been well received, though in 
a few cases she has met witli opposi¬ 
tion on the part of iteople wlio mistook 
the friendly intent of the work of the 
hoard and tlie visiting nurse for med¬ 
dling with their private affairs. Miss 
Policy’s report was approved by the 
board and her work Indorsed. 

Enough copii*s of the liealth ordi¬ 
nance for general free distribution were 
ordered printed. Tliese will be placed 
in the hands of hotels and boarding 
hou.ses, grocery stores, meat markets 
and real estate agents, and there will 
be no excuse for ignorance of the 
terms of the ordinance.

Plant Now if You Would Have the 
Best Results With Poppies 

I'acific Garrlen; California's winter 
and spring time is especially favorable 
for poppies and November is a good 
time to sow the seed. First in im¬ 
portance here in our Helds and ,gar- 
( ens is the native Eschscholtzla, oi-, as 
the Spanis’o have it, Copa de Oro. Cup 
of Gold. To the deep orangt- of the 
.\itadena wild t>'pe. cultivation has 
aidtd varieties of nil shades from 
creamy white to red. These can be had 
>ciarate or mlxe('. The Santa Bar¬ 
bara poppy. Hunnemannia futnariae- 
fi'lia. has longer stems and larger flow¬ 
ers of a canary yellow; the plants make 
l"rger bushes and live two years above 
ground. The foliage is (piite similar to 
the E.-^ch.scholtzia. It is a very contin- , 
u( tis bloomer if liherally treated. 

A very popular sort for winter use is 
the Tulip poppy (jiapaver glaucutn), a 
large, single. cup-shaped bloom of 
flaming scarlet. Waste places and sur¬ 
plus grounds are often sowed with it 
broadcast; the effect is dazzling. 

Somewhat like the preceding, but 
smaller and daintier and running in 
delicate shades from pure white! 
through pink to red. are the Shirley 
poppies, the loveliest of all: its petals
